Black Walnut 


WALNUT 



The American Black Walnut (Juglans nigra), 
regarded as the world’s finest .is a native of the 
eastern, middle-western and southern states. 
The European Walnut (Juglans regia) is a related 
species, the wood of which is variously known as 
English, French, Italian and Circassian Walnut. 
About 500 B.C. seeds of the tree were carried by 
the armies of Darius and Xerxes to eastern 
Europe. The Romans introduced the trees into 
England. In America the first settlers found a 
seemingly inexhaustible supply of Walnut trees. 
Trees were cut down to make way for farms and 
roads; homes were built of it; barns were built 
of it and much of the furniture was cut from fine 
figured giant trees. When the settlers pushed on 
to the Pacific Coast they were careful to bring 
the nut along and it was one of the first things 
_ planted throughout the West. There is actually 

another kind of walnut — The Hinds (Juglans hindsii) which was brought 
into Oregon from California. It has mixed with the Eastern variety until 
distinguishing between the two is difficult. The w'ood is quite similar. 
Some of the trees planted around 1850 have reached sizes up to six feet 
through. Western Walnut has streaks of red, yellow, tan and black and is 
often curly, fiddleback and crotch figure. The light colored streaked 
variety is called “Claro” Walnut - (light walnut).

Oregon Myrtle (Umbellularia 
Californica) often called Calif¬ 
ornia laurel grows native no¬ 
where else in the world except 
a narrow band along the Coast 
of Southern Oregon and Calif¬ 
ornia. It is a distant member 
of the Laurel family and is in 
reality a bush that decided, in 
some instances, to become a 
tree. Myrtle occurs far down in 
California in the bush form, but 
in the rich river bottoms of the 
Rogue, Sixes and other Oregon 
streams it reaches a truly mag¬ 
nificent tree form, towering 
like a huge umbrella. The early 
settlers looked with amazement 
at this strange forest giant and 
promptly dispatched it with 
their axes and saws to make way 
for farms. Myrtle is a dense 
hardwood varied in colors of red, yellow, brown, silver, grey and black. 
The figure is of burl, fiddle, curly and wavy grain. It is often said that no 
two pieces of Myrtle are ever alike. There is a variation of figure and 
startling color contrast and a rifle stocked with Myrtle is a prize ^ob¬ 
session of individual distinction. As all the large stands of Myrtle have 
been cut, only scattered trees remain. Myrtle is truly one of the world’s 


rarest woods. 
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MAPLE 


Bigleaf Maple (Acer macrophyl- 
lum) generally called western 
maple is fairly common through¬ 
out the West. However, the fig¬ 
ured variety is like the proverbial 
“needle in a haystack” as only 
one tree in many thousands de¬ 
velops enough figure to yield a 
quality log. As extremely high 
prices are paid by master furni¬ 
ture makers of Europe, this wood 
is much sought after by exporters 
for shipment abroad. Western 
Maple is the lightest wood used 
extensively for gunstocks. It is 
strong, durable and noted for its 
warp-free characteristics and 
can be flamed, stained or finished 
natural. It comes fiddleback. 
Quilt and Rare figure.

GRADING 

Roberts blanks are graded into different grades by an expert. The blanks 
are evaluated by the amount of figure, color, density, flow of grain, etc. 
We make no flamboyant claims or inferences by calling a good, straight 
grained, solid blank a Supreme Deluxe and then go from there to Extra 
Supreme Deluxe, etc. etc. We think a standard grade blank (our #5) should 
be called a Standard grade blank and be recognised as the basis for all 
blank grading. All other grades are either better or worse, and should be 
graded accordingly.

HIGHCOMB ROLLOVER SEMI-VARMINTER 



Roberts has designed this style of stock to be used on rifles with telescopic 
sights only- It gives minimum recoil with maximum efficiency of finding 
sights. We honestly believe that there is no stock designed that allows for 
more accurate sight finding than our high comb roilover. When you put the 
rifle to your shoulder, your sight picture is thrown in front of your eyes* 
The business of rocking'your head back and forth to find the glass is 
eliminated. This stock is designed with approximately 1/4*' castoff, a 
comfortably pear-shaped grip and wide varminter style forearm. If a 
lighter weight sporter style with rollover is desired, simply spend five 
minutes with a rasp and shape the forearm down to suit. 


CALIFORNIA STYLE ' SPORTSTER” 



This style of stock is generally thought to have originated in 'California 
It is of Monte Carlo cheekpiece with castoff and is used on some of the 
most expensive rifles produced in this country today. We have made a few 
changes of our own that we feel are a distinct improvement, such as re¬ 
styling of the pistol grip. A California style will work for either telescopic 
or iron sights; however, the cheekpiece may have to be lowered slightly for 
the latter. Q 






THE “SLIMLINE" 



The SLIMLINE stock was developed after much thought and experimenta¬ 
tion. We had the Rollover and California, but orders still came in wanting 
changes here and changes there; no castoff, European cheekpiece, Schnabel 
tip, etc. etc. We discarded design after design as unsatisfactory in our 
search for a stock that would have wide appeal and fill an existing need in 
the gunstock field. We interviewed numerous stockmakers to find out just 
what we should produce to fill the gap. The result is the SLIMLINE. 


We feel that this stock is the most versatile produced in the United States 
today. It is of the straightline, no castoff design. Standard forearm with 
enough wood left at end to allow for Schnabel. The cheekpiece is of modern 
rollover design that can be Quickly cut back to California or European. 
Just a few minutes with a rasp and you have a Rollover, a Schnabel tip, a 
Slimline, A California, or a combination thereof.

FOREND TIPS and CAPS 

We carry a variety of rare, exotic woods for tip and cap material. Wo 
carefully season each piece to minimum moisture content, then cut to 45° 
and grind for absolute flat surface. Light and dark spacers are furnished 
with each set as well as 1/4” hangerbolt for installation. We consider the 
use of hanger bolt the only method that is feasible for the correct instal¬ 
lation of a contrasting tip on a stock. We are not saying that a tip cannot 
come off so installed, but we have never known of it happening. The dowel 
and glue method used by so many stockmakers is not dependable. Some¬ 
times they stay, sometimes they do not. Why gamble? Put your tip and cap 
on properly even if you decide to use some piece of scrapwood that you have. 

Play it safe and install your tip with the positive method of a hanger bolt. 
The hanger bolt method precludes the possibility of installing tip and cap 
before machining. Installation must be made after machining for a satis¬ 
factory job.

The blank magazine 
allows four shells in the magazine plus one in the barrel. We consider th,s type of conversion very 
superior to the full clip. The amount of work is about the same on the two. 


Our machine carved and inletted blanks are very easy to fit to the altered .303 action, fries of 
stocks ore the same as In our catalog * from S8.00 up* 

There are many variations of conversion that we hove seen worked out by different gunsmiths. Some 
weld a recoil lug on the rear tang ahead oF rear guard screw hole. This method is OK. On the 1 
Mark Ml a recoil lug can be made as the following diagram shows*
